SCHOOL REPORT. 


The following report for the year ending Feb. 15, 1903, is 
respectfully submitted by the Board of Education: 

Another year has passed into history, and as we make our 
annual report, we pause to ask ourselves the question, has it 
been a year of the greatest possible prosperity and advance- 
ment in our public schools? Has our town done its part in 
promoting the universal] cause of education? These ques- 
tious can best be answered by future results, yet we must 
feel, as we take a retrospective glance over the year’s work, 
that much which we would like to have accomplished neces- 
sarily remains undone. Our appropriation for school pur- 
poses being much smaller than heretofore, we have been able 
to maintain but twenty-five weeks during the year, which has 
indeed seemed unfortunate for the children of our town. We 
are very glad to say, however, that several of our older pu- 
pils are attending school elsewhere during the winter months, 
vet would it not be far better if they could be given the bene- 
fit of an education to a greater extent in their own town? 

No extensive repairs have been made during the year. 
The Island school house has been shingled and minor repairs 
have been made on other buildings. The school grounds at 
High street have been enlarged and graded, but repairs on 
the house must be made before school reopens. New Cax- 
ton automatic seats have been purchased for the North Road 
schoo] room, which we trust will add greatly to the comfort 
of the pupils as well as the attractiveness of the room. The 
furniture, however, has not been received at this writing, 
consequently the bill amounting to about $75 has not been 
peid, hence the Jarge amount of repair money on hand ac- 
cording to our treasurer’s report. 

At the close of the spring term, the pupils of the Hill 
schoo} with their teacher, Miss Nellie Wiggin, gave a patri- 
otic entertainment in tha Congregational vestry. At the 
close a contribution was taken with which a nice flag and 
Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary were purchased for the use 
of the school. Many of our teachers and pupils have shown 
a deep interest in helping to beautify their school rooms 
which we deem most commendable. 

We sincerely hope the citizens of our town may give the

subject thoughtful attention and be ready to take some action 
in regard to repairing the Corner school house or building a 
suitable structure, for we all must feel that the present one is 
no credit to our town, and if a school is to be held there, let 
us make it, at least, comfortable and a building of which we 
need not feel ashamed. _ The attention of the people is also 
called to the fact that it seems compulsory to enlarge the 
school lot at the Village. The needs of our schools are 
many indeed, but petty economy is often the greatest ex- 
travagance. Procuring the best for our children is the great- 
est economy, because it will bring the largest returns, and no 
community that looks to its own and. the state’s welfare will 
economize in the support of ifs public schools, the education 
of its children upon whom depends the future of our country. 
But one change has been made in text books the past year. 

The Reed & Kellog language books have been substituted for 
the Harvey which had been in the schools for more than 
fourteen years. Four new historical charts, which teachers 
have found very helpful, have been bought, also a few in- 
struction books for supplementary reading. For sanitary 
reasons it is deemed best not to take the text books from one 
school to another, as has been the custom in former years. 
This will necessitate the purchase: of more books, but the 
health of the children should be our first consideration. As 
per statistics given by our state superintendent the cost per 
pupil is less in Caudia than in Rockingham County or the 
state. We were compelled to make several changes in our 
teachers for the fall term yet were fortunate in securing, in 
most instances, teachers of experience. Those, however, who 
lacked in that, were graduates of schools of high standard 
and fully competent to fill the positions assigned them. 
We recall with sadness the death of one of our teachers, Miss 
Viva Young. Visits to her school always found teacher and 
pupils apparently doing their best, painstaking and interested 
in their work. We hope, as the people of our town may 
read this report they will resolve to visit the schools once or 
twice, at least, during the coming year and be better able to 
judge for themselves of the work being done. We trust also 
that they may realize the many needs of our schools and be 
generous in their appropriation, enabling our pupils to have, 
at least, the benefit of as long a school year as those in ad- 
joining towns.
